The Paducah Herald on Onthlie. ^ 

The editor of the Padneah Herald is talking, 
writing and acting Nobly in behalf of the Hon. 
James Guthrie for the Presidency in 1860. In his 
paper of the 17tb inst., he had extracts from half 
a dozen letters reflecting the sentiments of Ken- 
tucky for Guthrie, betides a capital editorial, 
from which we make the following extracts : 

He dismissed some forty secret Inspectors of 
the Customs, with large pay, and unknown duties, 
and also some thirty surplus ofiices of revenue 
cutters. 

He reduced unsettled accounts from $132,(>00,000 
to $24,000,000, and collecting large balances there- 
on, inclading Draper’s of $1,500,000, and Gard- 
ner’s of over $100,000. 

He re-established the Sub-Treasury, and intro- 
duced and established monthly accounts and set- 
tlements, in lieu of such as bad before required 
about a year. 

These and other reforms required nerve to en- 
force, as well as sagacity to perceive, and industry 
to consummate. 

Look at the anecdote told by Gen. Cushing, in 
his Faneml Hall speech, in the summer of 1857. 
He said a very large claim was brought before 
the Cabinet and was discussed by its members, 
some for and some against it. Mr. Guthrie re- 
mained silent until the President directly ad- 
dressed him : “Mr. Guthrie,’’ said he, “this is a 
claim against your Department — let us hear your 
opinion of it.’’ Mr. Guthrie immediately arose 
and said — “Gentlemen, that question has been 
decided in the Treasury. Good morning.” And 
taking his bat, left the room, and we did not 
know (added Cushing) that he would stop short 
of Kentucky.

total of about three million dollars, 
enumerated by the editor were added (some of 
which were issued before Know Nothiugiam waa 
heard of) the total expenditures would be over 
$6,000,000, dunug the five years reign of the Know 
Nothings in this city, or over $1,200,000 per year. 
But the expeoditures of this wasteful and extrav- 
agant party are enough, in all conscience, without 
adding to their squauderiugs the bonded debt of 
the city, upon which an annual sum of about 
lias to be paid in the .shape of interest, 
premiums, etc., etc. ! 

The item of city taxation alluded to by the edi- : 
ter, contains, as ha auggeats, a typographical 
error. The figures $700,000 and $350,000, in the 
Intter part of our paragraph, should evidently be 
reversed, and the latter should be $300,000 instead 
of $850,000. With this correction the charge ia 
unanswerable. The Auditor's report (very bad 
authority, we admit, but good enough to apply to 
Know Nothing misrule) for 1S54, puts down the 
city tax at $187,560 83, and th e total revenue of the 
city at $526,732 63, exclusive of $46,504 57 cash 
and warrants. The same authority in bis revised 
and ror reeled report for 1858, puts down the city 
tax at $;.'I4,725 22, aud the total revenue at $643,- 
»02 75, exclusive of $110,649 55 of warrants and 
cash in the Treasury. 

Now the valuation of property in the citv last 
year, for city purposes, amounted to $25,000,000, 
and the probability ia that it will overgo that 
valuation this year. Any one can, by a rule in 
simple proportion, find out that $1 05 on each one 
hundred dollars of this valuation, will nearly 
reach $300,000; and all of this money will not 
come from the natural increase of property in the 
city, for it is known to many who pay taxes here, 
that the Assessor has valued some property at 
more than it is worth- more than it can be sold 
for upon long credit, while a cash sale should be 
the maximum of valuation. 

The editor ia not more anccesaful in his attempt 
to refute our charge that the Know Nothings 
have spent $12,0u0 for printing; $38,000 for keep- 
ing the workhouse; $60,000 for gas; $50,000 for 
salaries of city ofiioera, and $180,000 for watch- 
men. 

True, the public printing has not been done at 
the Courier oKoe, and hence ita comparativa 
worthlessness. If what went into the Journal 
had api>eared in the Courier, it would have been 
read by three times as many subscribers, and if 
the city job work bad been done at our office, no 
sneh mistakes would have ocfurred as that whieh 
required the Auditor to have his report re-printed 
in 1857, nor would auything have occurred to bare 
given rise to the suspicion he has now set afloat 
that the public printer ia accountable for the de- 
formity of Lia December abortion. 

As to what we said about tbe expense the work- 
house has been to tbe city under Know Nothing 
role, it ie more than true uecording to the Audi* 
tot’s reports. The Auditor says that tbe follow, 
ing sums were received by the city from the work- 
house for the following years :

DRESS GOODS. 

EOEIVED THIS MORNING BY K.NPRESS- 



1. Mr. Simeon Draper, a broker of New York, 
held about $1,500,000 of the public money. Tbe 
eotlectioD was at once entered upon. Draper paid 
from time to time, and had completed the last 
payment only about a month, when he failed and 
m^e an assignment. 

2. The firm of Beldon, Withers A Co., of Wash- 
ington City, held in various ways— of tbe Treasu- 
ry, aud o'f disbursing and collecting officers — 
probably $800,000. Tbe Treasury part having 
been withdrawn by Mr. Guthrie, they failed, leav- 
ing the residue to be collected from their assign- 
ees, which was done. 

3. Chubb Brothers, another firm ot Washington 
City, held monies, but not to so great an amount. 
Mr. Onthne collected them, and within some 
months past this firm failed. 

4. There was also $100,000, whieh bad been 
sent, by way of transfer, by Mr. Corwin, Mr. 
Fillmore’s Secretary of the Treasury, from New 
Yotk to New Orleans, which turned up in a bank 
at Columbus, Ohio, and has not been, and we sup- 
pose never will be collected. 

5. In California, for tbe want of a place of de- 
posit, tbe system could not be put in immediate 
force, aud large sums, in tbe bands of disbursing 
officers, were on deposit with the bankers, and 
loaned out at two and three per cent, a month. 
As soon as the Branch Mint was completed, Mr. 
Guthrie gave perempto^ orders to these officers 
to make their depoaiu in it, and almost immedi- 
ately afterwards there was a general failure of 
these bankers. Dad tbe system not been then pat 
in force, the Govemmeut would unquestionably 
have lost a million of dollars.

Another account ears when the ship was out- 
side of the Straits of (Gibraltar the exiles openly 
mutinied, demanding that the captain should 
steer for Ireland. He fiatly refused, when be was 
deprived of the command of the vessel, and the 
second mate appointed to command.
